1 . (Currently Amended) A staining machine for treatment of tissue 
specimens on slides placed in baskets, which machine includes; 

a number of baths placed successively in [[a]] row, and two juxtaposed and 
parallel bath rows, the first bath row extending from an input station located at a first 
end of the staining machine to an opposite end of the first bath row, and the second 
bath row extending from an output station located at the first end of the staining 
machine to an opposite end of the second bath row; 

a first transport device for successive and simultaneous transport of the 
baskets in a transport path in the first bath row from one bath to the next one from 
the input station to the opposite end of the first bath row , tho baskets bo i ng 
transported from an input stat i on to an output stat i on i n accordanco with a 
prodotorm i ned troatmont program, wh e r ei n th e mach i ne includes at l oast two bath 
rows p l aced juxtapos e d and paralle l w i th each othor, tho f i rst bath row extend i ng 
from tho input station to an oppos i te ond of th e row, and a second bath row 
extend i ng from tho output stat i on to an oppos i te ond of tho row, a first devic e for 
transport of baskets (9) in a f i rst transport path from tho i nput station to tho oppos i te 
ond of tho f i rst row, 

a second transport device for successive and simultaneous transport of the 
baskets in a second transport path the second bath row from one bath to the next 
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one from the opposite end of the second bath row towards to the output station, from 
tho opposite end of tho socond row, and 

a device for the transfer of baskets botwoon tho transport paths at oppos i te 
e nds be l onging togothor of tho ro l ovant rows from a bath at the opposite end of the 
first bath row to a bath at the opposite end of the second bath row; and 

wherein the baskets are transported from the input station to the output 
station in accordance with a predetermined treatment program . 

2. (Currently Amended) A staining machine according to claim 1 , wherein 
it i nc l udes on l y a first and a socond bath row, the input and output stations boing are 
situated next to each other, and the device for the transfer of baskets boing 
comprises a crossbar device wh i ch i s arranged to transfer baskets botwoon two 
baths wh i ch aro l ocated noxt to oach othor at said oppos i te onds of tho two rows . 

3. (Currently Amended) A staining machine according to claim 1 , wherein 
each of said first and second transport device comprises a pair of cheeks extending 
along respective sides of the first and second bath row in question rows and being 
adapted for engagement with respective baskets^ and wherein the staining machine 
further comprises a device for lifting and lowering of each of the cheek paif pairs for 
successive movement of baskets from bath to bath. 

4. (Currently Amended) A staining machine according to claim 3, wherein 
the lifting and lowering device comprises a pair of toothed belts of which each runs in 
a closed path over an upper and a lower guide wheel comprised in the staining 
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machine, and of which each is coupled to an end portion of a respective cheek via a 
carrier, and wherein the staining machine further comprises a step motor by means 
of which the toothed belts bo i ng are driven synchronously by moans of a stop motor, 
so that tho chooks can bo l ifted and l oworod in a stad i um ohapod movomont . 

5. (Currently Amended) A staining machine according to claim 4, wherein 
the pair of toothed belts at an end of the machine v i a an addit i onal toothed bolt are 
coupled via an additional toothed belt to a corresponding pair of toothed belts 
arranged at an opposite end of the machine with appurtenant guide wheels and 
carriers at the other end of the cheeks, so that the cheeks are lifted and lowered 
synchronously at each end thereof. 

6. (Previously Presented) A staining machine according to claim 2, 
wherein the crossbar device comprises a crossbar bracket which is adapted for 
releasable connection with a basket, and which is coupled to a means for 
reciprocating movement of the crossbar bracket in a horizontal path. 

7. (Currently Amended) A Sta i n i ng staining machine according to claim 
6, whoro i n tho further comprising movement means comprises comprising a slide 
block which is coupled to the crossbar bracket and is displaceable on a horizontal 
guide rod, the slide block being coupled to a toothed belt which is driven back and 
forth by means of a step motor.
